of the pending claims are allowable upon the deletion of the terms "preventing" and 
"prevention" from claim 71. Applicants appreciate the Examiner's recognition of 
patentable subject matter in this case. Although Applicants respectfully disagree with 
the allegation that the terms "preventing" and "prevention" are not enabled, the terms 
are deleted, without prejudice, from claim 71 to expedite the allowance of the claims.
